NICAD CELL 
CHARACTERISTICS 


The operating characteristics of a Nicad cell 
are very basic in nature. During charge, only current 
and cell temperature are critical. Discharge may 
occur at any current rate until the cell terminal voltage 
falls below 1.1 volts, but the cell temperature rise 
must not cause the cell electrolyte to boil (gas). When 
connected in a pack, the pack must be unloaded when 
the individual cell voltage falls to 1.1 volts to prevent 
reverse charging of the lowest voltage cell in the 
pack. 


Few applications discharge cells at an ex- 
cessive high rate where gassing becomes a problem, 
with the exception of toy electric cars (These are toys 
for men). Cells designed for this application usually 
have larger than average plate area and large con- 
necting tabs to support the higher peak current. Cell 
temperature is kept below the critical value by select- 
ing the cell capacity such that the cell will dissipate its 
charge before gassing occurs. In essence, the toy car 
runs continuously with a nearly zero series load resis- 
tance allowing the cell temperature to rise near criti- 
cal just as cell discharge is reached. 

The following brief notes will further amplify 
an understanding of Nicad cell characteristics. 


1. Nicads are very easily damaged due to gas 
pressure caused by over-charging at high charge 
rates. Unfortunately, Nicads do not have a positive 
indicator for indicating the state of charge. It is up to 
the user to estimate the relative charge state. Typi- 
cally, the charge rate is calculated at C/10 where C 
equals cell capacity and the 10 represents hours for 
charging. At C/10, a nominal or normal charge would 
occur. A fast charge can be accomplished, cell 
design permitting, by changing the ratio, 1.e., 5C/2. 

2. Cell temperature does rise at the comple- 
tion of the charge cycle, particularity at high charge 
current values, and can be used as a charge comple- 
tion indicator. At the moment of temperature rise, the 
charge current must be reduced immediately to pre- 
vent excessive gas pressure build-up. Some chargers 
monitor the cell temperature and reduce the charge 


current to a small sustaining value. For 500ma cells, 
the sustaining value is typically between 10-25ma, or 
just enough current to compensate -for the chemical 
change ( internal current leakage). 

3. Pulse charging of Nicads is most pre- 
ferred as it is more efficient than a steady-state 
current value. Steady state current creates gas 
bubble formation on the plates of the cell, while pulse 
current tends to create fewer gas bubbles allowing 
the charge to be more uniform across the plate area. 
The charge uniformity is enabled by gas bubbles 
being moved around due to current pulsations. Bubble 
movement allows more plate area to be exposed 
during charge. Pulse charging also creates less of a 
temperature rise. The charge rate still has to be 
calculated as a function of C/10 during each charge 
pulse to determine total charge time (The accumu- 
lated charge is equal to the sum of the charge area 
under the pulse curve). 

4. Older Nicad cells would not accept high 
charge rates above C/10 and would develop electro- 
lyte seal leakage at attempted higher charge rates. A 
leaky seal, in any case, means the eventual loss of the 
cell. Newer cells, as used in most handheld radio 
applications seem to tolerate high charge rates with- 
out developing cell leakage as long as the temperature 
is controlled (kept low). 

5. In the event corrosion around the seal of 
a cell develops, the corrosion can be removed. Wipe 
the corroded area with a vinegar soaked cotton swab. 
Use an ample amount of liquid and dry the cell with a 
tissue. Keeping the cell clean allows it to be used until 
it fails completely. Take note that weeping cells can 
cause corrosion problems if they are not inspected 
and cleaned regularly. 

6. Discharge of a Nicad is critical only if the 
cell is under a load. When loaded, the cell voltage 
should not be allowed to drop below 1.1 volts which 
is just over the edge of the discharge end of the curve. 
Allowing the cell to drop to 1.0 volt or less while under 
load may cause permanent plate/electrolyte dam- 
age. The result would be a loss of cell capacity. Of 
course, a loss also takes place naturally with age 
which limits the number of charge-discharge cycles 
the cell is capable of supporting before it is exhausted. 

7. Unloaded cells may be stored almost 


indefinitely and allowed to discharge to whatever cell 
terminal voltage the cell can maintain on its own. 
When putting a previously stored cell into use, charge 
the cell, at least the first cycle, at C/10 for 12-14 hours. 
Shelf life of a cell is usually a function of how fast 
nickel whiskers develop internally that can short the 
cell. Two methods have been proposed as a way of 
extending cell life when whisker formation is of con- 
cern. a) Cycle the use of the cell/pack periodically. 
It 1s believed that the rate of whisker formation is 
reduced when cells are charged and discharged pe- 
niodically. b) Allow the cell to sit on the shelf as long 
as needed and if a whisker short should occur, blast 
it away with a high current pulse from a capacitor or 
other source. It has been observed that once whisker 
growth/shorting begins, it can not be permanently 
stopped. 

8. It has been observed that the terminal 
voltage across a charged Nicad cell will increase as 
the cell ages. Using this observation, the life expect- 
ancy of a cell can be evaluated and monitored. As an 
example, a new/fresh cell will exhibit a terminal 
voltage of 1.25 volts while an old cell will exhibit, say, 
1.5 volts. It is believed that the cell dehydrates with 
age and the rising voltage is a function of the increase 
in cell impedance. 

9. Over the years, there has been many a 
discussion about Nicad cell memory. Yes, Nicads do 
have a memory function which can be aggravating if 
not umerstood. Simply stated, if the cell is used only 
over a small portion of its total capacity for at least 
60% of the cycle time, the cell capacity will assume 
the more limited capacity value. To avoid the ten- 
dency of a memory condition inhibiting use, allow the 
cell/pack to be fully charged and discharged at least 
60% of the total charge-discharge cycles. If in doubt 
about what is a full charge or what the discharge 
condition happens to be, then allow the cell/pack to 
fully discharge, unloaded when below 1.1 volts/cell, 
about one out of ten cycles. The charge rate from full 
discharge should be C/10 for 12-14 hours to cause as 
much chemical conversion to occur as possible. 
Charging at twice that value is not a problem as long 
as the cell doesn’t start out-gassing (Monitor the 
temperature and taper off the end charge rate). 
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Many hints and kinks have been published 
regarding the nature and care of Nicads and all point 
to the fact that Nicads require user TLC to obtain long 
cell life. The bottom line is that the user must pay 
attention to how the cell is being treated.

LOBBY GROUP PROPOSES 


FEDERAL BAN 
ON LOCAL RFI LAWS 


If a Washington-based communications trade 
association gets its way, state and local regulation of 
radio frequency energy matters will be a thing of the 
past. That’s what the Electromagnetic Energy As- 
sociation says must happen if new technologies are to 
be developed. And what the Association wants could 
have a major impact on amateur radio. 

This could be the start of sweeping new rules 
that take away power by local governments to regu- 
late radio frequency issues. The EEA is made up of 
some of America’s leading communications and 
- telecommunications companies. The EEA says ex- 
isting technologies are on a collision course with 
increasing state and local RF energy regulation. 
Amateur radio operators will be watching this one 
with interest. Don Stoner, W6TNS, is past president 
of the National Amateur Radio Association. He says 
what the Energy Association wants could give hams 
new ammunition when fighting locally imposed oper- 
ating restrictions. Stoner says he’s backing the En- 
ergy Association 100-percent. 

Without FCC preemption, the association says 
technologies including advanced television, digital 
audio broadcasting, and personal communications 
services cannot be fully realized. In a December 22nd 
petition, the Association asks the FCC to issue a 
Further Notice of Proposed Rulemaking on the mat- 
ter. EEA Chairman Jesse Russell calls FCC preemp- 
tion of state and local regulation of RF energy some- 
thing whose time has come. 

The EEA says FCC preemption is warranted 
whenever local laws obstruct the intended social, 
technological or economic benefits of continued ser- 
vice or future advancements in communications.

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ELECTRONIC FILING 
OF FORM 610 


The information superhighway has come to 
amateur radio licensing. This, with word of the first 
data interchange tests between selected VEC’s and 
FCC dealing with electronic filing of Form 610’s has 
started. So far, the test results seem favorable. If all 
goes well, the FCC could be fully online with the new 
610 process very soon. 

Meanwhile ARRL VEC Manager Bart 
Jahnke, KB9NM reporting in the League’s VEC 
newsletter, has announced a program to extend the 
electronic filing process to ARRL affiliated VE teams. 
Jahnke says that the ARRL VEC will supply teams 
with an MS-DOS data input program to enter 610 data 
needed by the FCC. The data may be sent to the VEC 
on diskette via US Mail or the data may be sent via E- 
Mail to the VEC using MCI Mail or Internet. The 
choice of whether to file the 610 data electronically or 
to continue filing the paperwork will remain with the 
VE team. Jahnke notes that these recent changes 
could result in licenses being issued in less than 30 
days.

AUTOPATCH 
PROBLEMS ON .64 


Hey, autopatch users: we’ve been having 
two problems occurring frequently, so it’s time to 
address them. 

#1 - “Late to work” calls. 

Control operators have had to ask several 
hams not to use the patch to call in late to work. The 
FCC liberalized 3rd party use of amateur radio in 
September ’93. It’s now OK to use the patch to 
conduct personal business with another business 
(order a pizza, change a doctor appointment, etc.). 
Some repeaters still don’t permit that kind of call, but 
RARS does. However, the rules still prohibit commu- 
nication for YOUR business, and we interpret that as 
including calling in late to work. Please don’t do that 
on the RARS patches. 

Here’s the rule: 


97.113 Prohibited transmissions. 

(a) No amateur station shall transmit: | 

(3) Communications in which the station lic- 
ensee or control operator has a pecuniary interest, 
including communications on behalf of an employer. 
Amateur operators may, however, notify other amateur 
operators of the availability for sale or trade of apparatus 
normally used in an amateur Station, provided that such 
activity is not conducted on a regular basis; 


#2 - Weak-signal patches. 

We’ve been hearing lots of folks trying to 
make patches with really punk signals — too noisy to 
even copy a callsign. I can’t say exactly what’s 
happening, but I’m guessing it’s lots of HTs with 
rubber ducks inside cars, something the repeater 
doesn’t like very well unless you’re really close. 

Make sure you have a really GOOD signal 
into the repeater before trying to make a patch. It’s 
NOT for marginal areas and signals. If you’re not 
sure, ask for a signal report, or check the “S-Meter.” 
You should receive an S-4 or better. (Remember, the 
S-Meter code was changed to “82582,” and please 
DON’T mention it on the air. If someone wants the 
code, have them call you on the phone. The don’t 


have to be a club member.) 
If you have an emergency or a really urgent 
need to use the patch, and you find yourself in a 
marginal location, ask for help.

The National Weather Service will conduct 
a “Spotter Training” Session for everyone inter- 
ested in participating in the SKYWARN spotter train- 
ing network. The session will take place at the 
February 7th meeting of the Raleigh Amateur Radio 
Society, and will begin at 7:00 pm (1/2 hour earlier 
than the usual club meeting time). The meeting is 
open to the public (all RARS meetings are open to the 
public). 

SKYWARN is a National Weather Service 
program that supplements and verifies information 
received by radar and other sources. A Skywam 
spotter observes severe weather and reports it to the 
NWS. 

Amateur Radio is an important link in the 
Skywarn network. Generally when severe thunder- 
storms are passing through the area, or a tornado 
warning 1s declared, you’ll find a Skywarn net in some 
state of operation. 

Skywarn training presents valuable infor- 
mation on how storms form and travel, the kinds of 
damage they can do, and what to look for when 
severe weather is in your area. The session also 
includes some impressive and usually entertaining 
video of tornados in progress. The program changes 
some each year, and there’s usually new video, so 
even if you’ve been to a spotter class before, you'll 
learn new stuff and enjoy the show. 

In the Raleigh area, Skywarn operates on the 
146.88 repeater, but liaison stations are dispatched to 
all area repeaters to encourage hams to report to the 
net, and take any traffic from hams who can’t hit the 
88 machine. 

The Skywarn nets do not take general 
“check-ins,” so if you find one in operation, monitor 
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silently unless you have severe weather to report, or 
other information being requested by the net control 
station. 

Skywam Net Control stations are volun- 
teers who have participated in the program for a 
while, and have recently attended spotter training. If 
you’d like to help out, new net controls are always 
needed. In Raleigh, contact Jerry AIOK.

HAMS AID 
JAPAN RELIEF 


More than 200 amateurs are providing com- 
munication in the Kobe, Japan area following an 
earthquake on January 16 that killed more than 5000 
people and left tens of thousands homeless. Amateur 
Radio is being used to connect relief centers and to 
exchange information on road conditions and traffic; 
the health, welfare, and whereabouts of residents; 
and the availability of water and food, according to the 
Japan Amateur Radio League. 

The JARL and the Japan Amateur Radio 
Equipment Industry Association (JAIA) are con- 
ducting the effort, at the request of the Ministry of 
Posts and Telecommunications. 200 hand-held trans- 
ceivers for 430 and 1260 MHz, as well as three 
repeater stations, were supplied by JAIA member 
companies for the operation. Each portable station 
has been assigned a special call sign — 8J3AAA, 
8J3AAB and so on. 

JA3YRL in Kobe serves as communication 
coordinator, while JA3RL, at the JARL’s Osaka 
office, monitors the activity. Four hundred of the 600 
relief centers (with a total of 240,000 evacuees) are 
not being served by this communication system, and 
the JARL is considering equipping at least half of 


them with amateur stations.

CTIA TO CITIES: 
NO MORE TOWER 
REGULATIONS 


A wireless telecommunications industry 
group has asked the Federal Communications Com- 
mission to preempt any and all state and local rules 
governing tower sites used for cellular telephones 
and other mobile communications services. In a filing 
with the agency on Tuesday, December 27th the 
Cellular Telecommunications Industry Association 
says that local and state governments will impede 
industry efforts to build the transmission towers 
needed for new wireless services unless the federal 
government steps in to ban further attempts at mu- 


nicipal level regulation. 

CTIA says that there are more than 38,000 
local governments being lobbied by so called “not in 
my backyard activists.” People and groups who do 
not want any radio installations near where they live 
or work. In its filing to the FCC the CTIA asks if these 
activists will be allowed to thwart a national pathway 
for what CTIA terms parochial or ill-informed rea- 
sons? 

The trade association’s petition maintains 
that a 1993 law prohibits state and local governments 
from regulating entry into mobile services. It asks the 
FCC to codify the law into its own telecommunication 
rules and regulations and them act to enforce it. 

If CTIA is successful in getting the FCC to 
issue a Notice of Inquiry or Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making on its request, it will be important for the 
Amateur Radio community to support it. This is 
because the Cellular Telecommunications Industry 
Association request goes far beyond what we hams 
currently have under PRB-1. In fact, if it is enacted, 
the CTIA federal preemption request may well mean 
the end to local municipalities regulating ham radio 
towers and antennas except possibly for safety.

PACKET 
RECONSIDERATION 
DENIED 


Further liberalization of the rules concerning 
automatic packet radio message forwarding will not 
happen in the foreseeable future. So says the FCC in 
denying Phil Karn, KA9Q’s request for reconsidera- 
tion of a decision concerning message forwarding 
systems in the Amateur Service. 

By way of background, on March 30, 1994, 
the FCC adopted an Order dealing with contempo- 
rary message forwarding systems. In it, the FCC said 
that the control operators of intermediate forwarding 
stations, other than the first forwarding station, would 
not be held accountable when their stations 
retransmitted improper communications inadvert- 
ently. It said that the purpose of the Order was to relax

the amateur service rules to enable these sys- 

tems to operate at high speed while retaining the 

minimum safeguards necessary to prevent misuse. 

But Karn tells Newsline that he felt the 
FCC order did not go far enough. That as written the 
rules still impede technological advancement in 
amateur radio data communications. He wants only 
the person originating a message to be held legally 
responsible for what it says. 

“All I was asking for was that the burden 
for the content, responsibility for the content of an 
amateur communication should be on the origina- 
tor. And that the requirement that the first forward- 
ing station be also responsible or authenticate the 
originating station was unworkable given the tech- 
nology. It was conceived for a BBS environment,

BBS." said Karn, KA9Q. 


But in its December 23rd action denying re- 
consideration, the Commission said the Order did not 
address, nor was it intended to address, what accom- 
modations should be made for message forwarding 
systems that may be developed in the future. It added 
that if the present accommodation becomes unwork- 
able in a system using a different architecture, the 
managers of those particular systems affected can 
request necessary rule changes at the appropriate 
future date.
